The question of State separation, as oaks , 
tated by Tun Times last week, having 
attracted general attention throughout the 
southern counties—those the most interested 
—a Times reporter was detailed to look 
over the records as relating to this impor- 
tant question, and the result of his research 
is as follows: 
During the summer of 1880 Gov. Downey 
published an article in which he called at- 
tention to the fact that from the morning of 
our existence as a commonwealth the south- 
ern counties of this State have been uneasy 
and restless under the lash of unequal taxa- 
tion and unequal distribution of the benefits 
derived therefrom, and mentioning the fact 
that even at the first constitutional conven- 
tion at Monterey, in 1849, this question oc- 
cupied a large share of the deliberations of 
the convention, but the delegates from the 
southern counties of the infant State were 
satisfied with the promise that the taxation 
should “be equal and uniform throughout 
he State,“ quotes in full the enactment of 
the Legislature of 1859, which gave us the 
right under the usual conditions to form a 
new State from the southern counties, ane 
which was entitled: An act granting the 
consent of the Legislature to the formation 
of a different government for the southern 
counties of this State; approved April 18,

Exemption from Epidemics. 


The heated summer time has its 
terrors for the people who live in the 
great cities of the East. It is the 
harvest time of the deadly epidemic. 
The great heat of last month was 
accompanied by unprecedented pre- 
valence of diphtheria in New York, 
and an unusual amount of mortality 
elsewhere. The roll of the grim mes- 
senger for the present year has been 
alarmingly large in New York, 
amounting to 19,312 deaths. In June 
there were 521 cases of diphtheria in 
that city, nearly half of which proved 
fatal. 

In Southern Californ ia all seasons 
are alike. The liability of disease is not 
greater at one period of the year than 
at another. The absence of extreme 
heat and the out- of-door life that is 
possible here at all seasons of the year, 
are some of the causes of our exemp- 
tion from the epidemics that ravage 
the Atlantic cities. With proper re- 
gard to sanitary laws, we need 
never fear an epidemic of 
any kind. Throughout the year 
our houses may be open to the 
fresh air and sunshine, and in these 
natural elements we have the most 
potent agencies against disease. Add 
to fresh air and sunshine, cleanliness, 
good sewerage and good water, and the 
denizens of Southern California’s cities 
are insured against any such ravages 
of disease as desolate homes in the 
large cities along the Atlantic borders. 
The healthfulness of this climate is 
not the least of its attractions. Malaria, 
with its attendant evils, does not 
abound. Enervating heat is not 
known. Cool and comfortable nights 
follow the warmest days. If New 
York’s tenement houses, with all 
their filth and disease, were removed 
here, their death rate would rapidly | arm 
diminish. 

We are so used to physical comfort 
in this section that we do not half 
appreciate the superiority of our 
climatic condition, and it is only as 
the dark contrast is presented that 
we realize what reasons we have for 
content and thankfulness. -
